THE TRIAL OF 
JOHN DONELLAN, By; at Warwick, (on Frilay fe’ ene 
night) for the Murder of Sir Theeddfius Boughton, Bart. 


{Continued from our laft.] 


Dr Parfons, profeffor of anatomy in Oxford, alfo gave his decided 
teftimony, as to the immediate caufe of the death of the deceafed, 
and concurred with his learned brother, in the opinion that no medi- 
cine could have produced fuch effets, and that no other diforder, nei- 
ther apoplexy nor epilepfy, ‘could, with all their concomitant cir- 
cumftances taken together, produce an appearance at all like that which 
was reprefented to have taken place on the death of Sir Theodofins 
Boughton. - 

Mr Bucknell, furgeon, was next examined, who depofed, that when 
he heard that Dr Rattery and Mr Wilmer had declined opening the 
body of Sir Theodofius Boughtun, he, from no confidence in his fupe- 
rior talents, but-only as being willing to venture greater lengths than 
thofe gentlemen, took a réefolution’to do it -himfelf, and went to Law- 

| ford-Hall accordingly. He there faw the prifoner, whom he infornted 
of the nature of bts erratid.’ The ‘prifoner told him, that both Dr 
Rattcry and Mr Wilmer had already been thére, and were perféttly 
| fatisfied ; and that, as they had declined proceeding, heedid think 
d+ would be proper that atiy other perfon fhould. Fhe Witaels, on this 
intimation, left Lawford-Hall; but, in-conféquence of direétidns’ re- 
ceived from Sir William Wheeler, returned on the day that Sir’ Theo- 
| dofius was buried. He informed the prifoner of his meflage from Sir 
' William, The prifoner told him Mr Snow bad been there, and was 
| gone, but would returh prefently. He afked Mr Bucknell ‘to return. 
He did not return in the {pace of an ‘hour; ‘but was told'by the pris 
foner, that he could do nothing without Sir William ‘Wheelet’s direc- 
tions ; that-he had teceived a letter from him that day, and,’ being o- 
bliged to abide by the contents of it, could fay nothing farthér to him 
(Mr Bucknell), -but that he had already carried Sie’ William’s orders 
into execution, ‘and was furry that Mr Bucknell had | given himfelf fo 
muck. wnneceflary trouble. °° Mr Bucknell went away of cOtirfe. 

William Froft, coachman to Lady Boughton, depofed, that on the 
morning Sir Theodofias died, the prifoner fent for him into the par- 
lour, and afked him which gate: he, the prifoner, went out at that 
morning. Upon his replying, at‘the'iron gate, Sir,—then, faid the 
prifoner, you will be a clear evidence for me, William. 

Samuel Froft {wore, that he faw Sir Theodofius at fix o’clock on the 
morning of his death; and that, upon his afking him for a fifhing-net, 
which they intefided to ule, Sir Theodofints jumped out of hig bed, and 
gave the witnefs thie nét, and went to bed agdin inthe peas ops- 
rent health and fpirits. : 

Mary Lytes was fome time ago a fervant to Mrs Donellan. She 
kpew the Captain to have kept a ftill in his room, and to have diftil- 
ledtofes, lavender, &c. 

Francis, Armas, gardener, was fithing with Sir Theodofiys the after« 
noon before his dedth, and {wears that Sir Theodofins, fo Far from get- 
ting wet in the feet in the courfs of that diverfion, was almoft the 
whole time on horfeback, and had his boots on. He never touched 
the water, and could not be wet ia the feet. On the morning of Sir 
Theodolius’s death, the prifoner {poke to the witnefs abont the fitua- 
tion in which Sir Theodofius was, and bid hiny get fome pigeons for 
him, as he was extremcly iil indeed with that damned diforder the 
pox, and’he was aftaid it would be the death ‘of him. Soon after the 


witnefs received this order, Lady Boughton and Mrs Donellan came « 


‘out of: the -houfe wringing their lands, ‘and aia ir was too late for pi- 
geons, or any thing elffe, for that Sif Theodofius was dead’ A thort 
time after this the ptifoner gave the witnefs a {till to clean, which was 
full of linte, and the lime was wet. ‘The prifoner faid he had filled 
‘the fill full of lime for the purpofe of killing fleas, with which he was 
infefted. He went ow ta"tiy” Freme-seitwrek <4 tire, sanbeser, 
** thall live at your cafe :*T waited to be mafter before ; Tala” wnaler 
** now, and thall be matter. | I¢ thal not be as it has been with you

William Crofts, one of the jurymen On the inqueft, was called to cor- 
roborate’ the faét of Donellan having pulled’ Lady Boughton by the 
‘fleeve, on the mention of his having rinfed the’ phial. ince 

Fobn Derbyfvire, a prifoner for debt in Warwick goal; was néxt fworn. 
—He depofed ‘that the prifoner and he lived in one room for five weeks, 
and that they had véry frequent converfations upon the fiibjedt of Sir 
Theodotius Boughton’s death. He alked the prifoner whether or no 
he really detieved that Sir Theodolius had been pnifoned? QO, yes, te- 
iplied the prifoner, to be fare, there catinot be d doubt of it. By whom 
then, afked the witnefs, do you fuppofe it to have Been ‘done? Why, 
faid the prifoner, it’ lies among them. ‘The witnefs aiked, what he 
meant by amongtt then ; whom did he mean? Why, hé faid, he meant 
Lady Boughton, himfelf, (meaniag Sir Theodofits Boughton) the a- 
pothecary, 6r his firvants. The witnefS then added, He cold not take 
that to be'the cafe, for at was not at all likely that fo young a nian as 
Sir ‘Theodofius Boughton thould kill himfelf; it was not probable to 
fuppofe that Lady Boughton would do it, for that would de Uanatural, 
but befides that fhe ould gain nothing by it. hr wat Forse 
tofippofe that the apothecary would do it, becanfe he ‘would lofe “a 


patient ; and as for the fervant, he would lofe a matter; and there-° 


fore, as nohé of them could derive any advantage from it, he did ‘not 
think that afly of them had ddne it. “This witne{% farther faid, that 
the prifoner at forme times denied that Sir Theddofius had been poifon- 
ed, and changed his opinion upon the fobject very frequently. 

Sir William Wheeler was next examined, and produced feveral letters 
which had paffed between him and the prifoner, refpecting the fubject 
of opening the body, from the whole tenor of which it appeared, that 
the prifoner“uled every effort to prevent this operation from being car- 
ried into exectition, at the fame time that he thought it neceflary to 
difcover fome fair appearance of compliance, and mere verbal acqui- 
ei¢ence. 


The evidence for the profecution ceafed here, and the prifoner was 
then called upon tor his defence. He prefented a written paper, which 
was read by the Clerk of the Court, and contained in fubttance nearly 
as follows :—** ‘That many falic and injurious reports had been circu- 
lated concesning him in the various newipapers in tewn and country, 
equally injurious to his honour, and dangerous to-higdatety, and that 
he had moft undeiervedly laboured under a Joad of prejudiee, which no 
man he believed before had ever fultained, or had atdeait. been tried 
under. He hoped, however, that the integrity and jultice of the judge 
and jury would interpote to relieve hin from the edfe¢ts of thofe un- 
provoked afperfions, and that he thould receive from their hands that 
juftification which he was confclous he had the moft indifputable right to. 
When he firtt married into the family of the Boughtons, he did it on 
the moft liberal prifciples, and in the moft gencrous manner in the 
world ; for he bound himitelf under reltridtions to his wife, that he could 
nét receive evén a life enjoyment in any eltate of hers, cither actual or 
in’expeétancy. What inducement, therefore, “could he have for the 
perpettation of fo cruel and horrid.a deed, when no advantage could be 
derived to himéelf from it. He had always lived in the molt perfect har- 
mony and fiicndihip with the late ‘Sir Theodafius Boughton, and had 
given many proofs of it, by having interfered to reconcile his diiferences, 
and Keep han out of Ginger, This was nat the conduct of a perion who 
wifhed to depitve another af his fife.” 

"lhe prifoner proceeded to (t-te time infanees of his amicable interpo- 
fition, did afterwards went into a‘defcription of bis condud with re- 
{peét to his fropoied uniiilingnefS for fadgrigg Uc diflection ofthe 
body; but’as the defence tf this part of at as Samide d of, naproved 
affertions, and a Wheral adduétisa of facts, nls ge neported by}teili- 
mény, they neither dvci'ed the unhappy culpels, if the court, moy 
would prove at all ifteretting in this relation,

_Witneffes were now talled on the patt of the defendant. ‘The firtt 
witnels was Audrew Millar, pottmaftet of Rugby, and keeps the Beat 
Inn ailembly there. He remembered a quarrel to havé taken plage be- 
tween Sir Theodofius Boughton and a Mr Wildbow, on the ift of 
June £778. ‘The ‘priforier was fent for; and a€ted in fath a manner as, 
in the opinion of the witnet3, had a tendency to prevent fighting, or 
further altercation. 

Mr Loggie, attotney, was next called, and proved a quarrel to have 
happened between the Rev. Mr Chartres and the deecafed, which was 
broaght to a pacific ending by the interference of the priforter. 

Mr John Hunter, the celebrated anatomi(t, was next called, and des 
pofed that in his jadgment, the appearance? of the body, as deferibed 
by the various gentlemen of the faculty, proved nothing, for that all 
thofe defcribed tymptoms are the iifual concomitants of putrefattion, 
and have no neceflary tendeticy to demonftrate the deceafed to have! 
died of poifon. If he had died of an apoplexy, thé fyrhptoms might 
have been exattly fimilar, of an epilepty; or of arty other diforder’ 
which produces inftaritaneous death, when the perfén was in previous 
health, ~~ ‘ "t 

.This able anatomitt, after having by plain and fimple 5 con=" 
fiderably weakened, if not fabverted the elaborate doétrines of his more 
technical brethren, was now folemnaly appealed to by the judge to an- 
{wer this queftion, Whether he wotild take upon him to pronounce it 
as his opinion, that the deceafed had aétually died through fome other 
means than poifon? Mr Hunter, with a very laudable caution, replied, 
to this home-put interrogatory, that he could prdénovace nothing with 
certainty or decifioy. Natural caufes might have produced the appear- 
ances which had betn deferibed ;—poifon might do the fase tlting, It ' 
was therefore utterly out of his power to give a decided opinion froni’ 
which of the two poflible fources the defetibed appeardncs had 
Originated. 


The evidence on both fides being now conelided; the Judge entered 
upon his charge. He begin with obferving, thdt the prifoner liad: 
mentioned, in the outfet of his defence, that various mifreprefenta-: 
tions had been ditfufed concerning him, through the medium of the: 
public prints. If this had a@ually been the cafe, (which, howevery’ 
fo far as his perfonal knowledge went, he was perfeétly a ftranger to) * 
it was, heyond all doubt, éxceedingly wrong. A man ought always td 
be held innocent till he was proved to be the contrary, and nothing ‘ 
could be {0 injurious in itfelf, nor have fo {trong a tendency to prevent» 
the fair and even courfe of juftice, as fuch liberties with the chara@er 
of a culprit, pending his commitment for a regular decifion upon his 
conduct by the laws of his couritry. He hoped, however, that the 
minds of the Jury were totally divefted Trom all prejndices arifiag from 
fuch fources, and that they would determine upon this fubjeét with as 
much impartiality and juttice as if they had not been iaipreffed with 
oné circumftance attending it, previous to their entrance into! that | 
court. His Lordthip now went into a recapitulation of the evidence, » 
which he read from his-notes, to the purport repeated above.» He! 
then proceeded to fay, This is the evidence which has been. given on} 
this occafion, as well on the part of the profecutor, as on theepart .of 
the prifoner at the bar; I fhould think, however, in { voluminous 4 
teftimony, I had not executed my duty, nor done that. juftice which» 
my fituation demands of me,_ if I left this bufinef$ here withotit trake 
ing any attempt to refrefh your recollection, or to affit you in feleéting » 
the points of moft importance and cogency.’

‘The civeumftances, however, from which I have informed you, 
you are to collect your idea of the perpetrator, will alfo-aflift youin de- 
termining upon the other facts. ‘The firft circumitances that ftrike me 
upon this occafion is this,.the various reprefentations, which it has been 
proved to you, the prit@ner has made of the ftate of health of the de- 
ceafed fome little time preceding his death. He repeatedly mentioned 
his being in_a bad way, and that his body was batione mais of mercury 
and corruption, Was this the café? What does the evidence fry whicia 
has heen delivered to you? Yow are imformed.by Mefirs Carr and

Upon coming afterwards into the parlour, what was his 
conduct then ? he informed his wife, “ that Lady Boughton had been 
pleafed to. take notice of his wathing the bottles, and if it had not 
come into his head to have faid that he only did it to tafte it, he did 
not know what he theuld have done.” It appears, then, that this af- 
figued_ motive of tafting the contents, was a mere after-thouyht. He 
Wathed the bottles firft, and then thought o” the reafun which he fug- 
gelted as the motive for it. The prifoner then, by one of thofe invo- 
jyntary’ caufualties which the guilty-can feldom avoid, has hinfelf ¢i- 
ven the lie to the pretended caute for this extraordinary behaviour. Is 
it a wonder that the Prisoner was at a lofs to find a reafon for iucha 
proceeding as wafhing thefe bottles? I think not. I can have no idea 
_ of any ingenuity. futhcient to produce ene honett or innocent motive 
for fuch a conduét. Soon after this, it has been proved to. you, Lady 
Boughton, the prifoner, and his wife, being then in the. parlour, the 
prifoner jung the bell, and the coachman coming in this manner : 
* William, don’t you remember my going out this morning through

defence, and anticipates proofs of innocence before any imputation of 
guilt. Some days fubfequent to this, the prifoner was prefent with 
Lady Boughton before a Cororer’s Inqycft held on the body of Sir 
Théodofius Boughton. What was his conduct on that occafion? When 
Lady Henghton attempted to meation the circumftance of his having 
rinced the botiles, he pulled her by thé arm, and endeavoured to {top 
her. Wh did he do this? Is it to be accounted for? I think on no 
other principle than this, that it was one of thofe involuntary ebu'li- 
tions of confcious guilt which the guilty cannot fupprefs, and which, 
with all their fine 
gaintt, “Whea he returned home with Lady Boughton, the Prifoner 
iuid to his wife, that the, Lady Buugliton, had been very forward in 
mentioning, th circumftance vagy the wathing of the bottles, 
which the bad no oecafion to do, for all that was neceffary for her was 
to anfwer fuch queftions as were put to her, and no more. What! an- 
fwer no more queltions than were put to her? Was the not to tell the 
whole truth ? if he was innocent, how could the truth affect him? 
What-nerd he care. what queftions were put, or what anifwers return- 
ed, if he was no way involved in the confequences ?' Phe next ciccum-, 
ftance that arifes is, the Prifoner having ordered the maid of the houfe 
to take away Sir Theodofiu.’s ftockings, almoft at the moment of his 
deceate, for they were wet. Lady Boughton has proved to you that 
they were not wet, and that they had not the appearance of having 
been f. This is therefore another falihood. ‘he Priioner, in a let- 
ter addrefled to the Coroner and his Jury, fays, that it was the efta- 
- Dblithed-rule,.and had been for months, in Lady Bouglhton’s family, to 
eat nothing out of the fame dith with Sir Theodofius. Lady’ Boughton 
fweas that fhe knew of no fuch rule, bot that they daily eat out of 
the fame dif, and drank out of the fame cup with him. ‘I‘his affer-- 
fion is, of courfe, another falihood. —- , 
The prifoner has repreiented to you in his defence, that he had al- 
ways lived in the moft perfeét harmony and friendihip with the late Sir 
Theedofius Boughton. . Lady Boughton, on being interrogated as to this 
fact, infcrmed you, that they did not live in harmony, nor friendthip, 
but were always haggling. There is another circumttance, which has 
been attefted by. Mary Lymes and Francis Amos, that deferves to be 
noticee, though I do not confider it as besring all the weight in the

~ gulars fa the fecond, that Mr Donellan thould have conéeived himfelf 
under any necefity of making an apology for his conduct to his fervant, 
* pnd enterlag into an unfilicited explanation of the motives of his ace 
tions... Vhe prifoner ufed fume other expreffions to this fame witness, 
Francis Amos, that it is very difficult to reconcifé with any honeft pur- 
pole—the words were thefe : ‘*. Now, gardenes, you fhall live at your 
éafé, J} wanted to be mafter: before, 1 am mafter- now, and Mhall be 
“ maltel—it Miall_not be as it has been with you in Sir Theodefius’s time.” 
_ ~+Here you have a voluntary acknowledgment of the trae natore of the 
prifoner’s withes ;—he wanted to be mafter!—This expreffion would 
have a 4°, ow esc to you the probable inducement under which 
he acted, if it:had newer been defcribed to you by Lady Boughton, that 
Mrs Doriellap, the wife of the prifoner, was to fucceed to the major 
part of the eftate.of Sir Theodofius, in cafe of his death. 
- Jobn Derbythire, who was confined in Warwick goal along with the 
prifomer, and who lived in terms of intimacy and familiar intercourte 
with him, tells. you, that the prifoner, in the courfe of his imprifor- 
ment, gave various and contradictory accounts of the death of the de- 
ceafed, and of the particular cafes that produced it. At one time he 
was poifoned, at another time he was mot poifoned. Sometimés the 
giult was imputed.to one perfon, and fometimes te arother ; and his 
whole conduc& was a feri¢és of repugnant relations and malicious falf- 
hoods ;- hut, previous to Kis confinement, the prifomer had been guilty 
ot fimilar equivocation and contradiftion. He foinetimes afcribed the 
death of Sir ‘Pheodofius to cold, another time to mercury, and another 
time to arfenick.. .What is tobe collééted from thefe ttrange, incompa- 
tialc, vameaning falthoods? If thete kind of contradiftory declarations 
prove nothing elfe, they at Jealt prove this, that there moult have been 
_. finifter iatentions.in'the author of them, for no man involves himfelf in 
| fyitematie falthood for nothing. ; 

Sir William Wheeler, on his examination before vou, produced fe- 
veral letters in evidence. The obfervations that arife from them ope- 
rate molt powerfully upon my mind againtt the prifoner; for you wilt 
perceive, that notwithftanding the prifonet’s repeated declaration, that 
he concurred perfetly. in the neceffity of opening the body, yet that in 
faét he took every poflible method to prevent it, and by a fupprefGun of 
the true motives for proceeding to that operation, entirely fufpended 
thé execution ofthat important purpofe, till it had been almolt too late 
to be atteuted with proper effect. 


* She firft of'th & letters from Sir William Wheeler, contains a full 
defcription of the -canfe that induced him to with to have the body o- 
: pened ; but 'wheh Dr Rattray and Mr Wilmer attived at Lawford -Hall 
for the purpofe of performing the operation, the -prifoner did not thew 
them this letter, but produced another, in which Sir William ‘ad done 
nothing mere.than exprefs his fatisfaction that the prifoner concurred 
with him in the expediency of opening. the body, and entered into no 
* ‘mention fot his motives whatever. Would he have done this, if he fad 
. withed tlie hody to have beet opened ?Certainly nat: What could be 
his motive for not withing it to be opened ? If he had been guiltlefs, no- 
thing coulct have agifen from that operation that could have affeéted him. 
1 own, therefore, the prevarication of the prifoner in this refpedt-makes 
a ftrong imprefion upon my mind, and, when united with other cireum- 
ftances, exeites an opinion in me by no means favourable to him. ' 
The prifoner has ftated in his defence, that from the nature of his 
mursiage @ontract, he had nothing to expeét from the deceafe of Sir 
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Theodofius’ Boughton... ‘The ‘ affértion goes to affeet the inducement ° 
which he might have for his ¢oaduét, and certainly merits confideration. 
You will weigh it ‘again(t-the other parts of the evidence, and give it all 
the influence it deferves. ‘The prifoner has related fone circumftances 
of his conduét with refpeét to'a Mr Snow Thefe, however, are alto- 
ther uneffublithed by ploof, and will not have much weight in your de- 
termination apon the iibject. 

I have wiw:gone through the whole evidence upon this melancholy bu- 
friefsy aud sfinthhed the obfervations had to make upon it. You 
perceive ‘whdte proof upon this otexfion is what is called cir- 
cumft t daemind you, however, that in cafes of murder this 


. is the only »proof thathean be in general obtained. No man performs 


this horrid deed before witscfles, nor im fueh a fituation as to admit the 
probability of ocular te(timony. . But, independent of the praéticability 
of obtaining other evidence, circumttantial proof is in its nature of as 
conclufive and cogent a kind as any that can be adduced on a trial. For 
it is poffible that'a man may atteft faéts from bad motives, and may be 
miftaken as to. the latent cawles that produced them; but in a regular 
train of coneurring circumftances, arifing from the perfon accufed himfclf, 
a fucceflion of incidents all tending to the fame point, then it is hard to 
coeeive the poilivility of fabrication, or the probability of miftake. I 
fubmit the whole, however, to your determination. _ I fhould not have 
thought | had. done my duty if | had not related my own impreflions ; 
but having dove that, I leave the decition where it ought, and by law 
docs refide, in your breafts ; and have no doubt that your verdict, what- 
ever it may be, will be-honeft, jult, and impartial. 

The jury. withdrew aiter the charge was finithed, and having retised 
for about fix ‘minutes, returned with their verdict, pronouncing the pri- 
foner GUILTY of the charge with which he ftood accufed. : 

Theglerk of the. arraigns then asked the prifoner, what he had to 
fay why fentence of death thould not be paffed upon him ? The prifon- 
er anfweted; ff J am not guilty, my Lord.” ‘Phe Judge then arofe, 
put on his cap, sand addrefftd him as fellows : 

Joun Dowgtnan, 

You fland convicted, on the-{cleareft evidence that could be pro- 
duced, of the. crime of murder; which of all crimes, next to.thofe a- 
gaintt the flate, the Government, or the conftitution, is.the moft atro- 
cious. Of ali_imurders, poifoning is the moft horrible ; and, if there 


‘ may be degrees allowed in that fpecies of guilt, that of which you are 


now convidted furpailes all others of the kind, that went before yonys, 
as mach as murder itfelf furpafles other crimes. The place, the man- 
ner, and the perfop on whom you committed this murder, greatly en- 
hance your guilt,—It was committed at a place where you had an op- 
portunity of friendly iptercourfe with the deceafed, and was little ex- 
peéted to commit an aét of fo horrid a nature. But your ambition has 
made you comatit what every hancft mind muft fhudder at.. You have 
cut off the rifing offspring of an ancient and refpectable family. In the 
commiffion ‘of this crugl aét, avarice feems to have been your motive, 
and hypocrify was your cloak. The greatnefs of his fortune has. caufed 
the greatnefs of your crime : you faw him likely to be in the pofleffion 
fhortly of an ample fortune, cqual to fupport the ancient dignity of 
his family. You faw-his death would put you into the enjoyment of 
that fortune, ‘and, therefore wickedly determined to faciifice the devoted 
youth, ‘who! flood between you and your ambitious defigns. 

Thes of ertme is the deeper Mill, from the confideration 
that the-uihappy youth ftood in fo near a relation to you, and that you 
took awaichis life under the treacherous mak of friendihip, aud a pre- 
tended’ care of his health.. The inftrument too, which you made choice 
of for. this detefted purpofe, is an additional aggravation of your of- 
fence. It was not fofficient, to facrifice the life of the fon, but you mutt 
pitch upon his uihappy mother to be the innocent infttument of your 
foul perpofe. — ; 

The aév itfelf was not fo faddenly thought of. It was deliberated long ; 
and the longer deliberation was, the greater was your offcnee. » It was 
accompanied ;with fo many arts and fo much previous caution, that it 
feemed to defy detedtion ; but from a fatality which ever attend adtions 

“of fo black a dye, and which I truft ever will attend all the fecret de- 
figns of murder, circuimftanecs havejarifen that have brought to light the 
guilt which you ufed fo much art tp conceal. 

For.in molt cafeg of murder, Heaven generally points out a-door for 

‘convigtion, which the murderer feenis to thiek- fhut. 

In your cafe there appears to be a peculiar interference of Heaven to 
bring the crime to light ; for out of the very extraordinary pains which 
yeu took to conceal the offence, circemftances have arifen that are fo 
fitgular ig their nature, and fo cosref; with each others, that 
they have indubitably marked you as the pespetrator of this murder. 

In a fact of fo fecret a kind, circuraftantial evidence is the only evi- 
‘dencé that can generally be expe@ted; and, in your cafe. circumftan- 
ees have appeared than which, I will venture to fay, no ftronger have 
.ever been known. ‘They have perfettly fatisfied the Jury of your guilt ; 
and I. implieitly concur in opinion with them. In the detail of this 
evidenee your letters to Sir William Wheeler are none of the weakelt. 
‘They are fulkt of the utmoft deceit, and in them it appears moft clear- 
ly that you have endeavoured to prevent that refpectable gentleman 
from enquiring into the caule of the deceafed’s death, and your rincing 
out the bottles, that nothing might be traced from them, appears to 
me as plein a proof of your guilt as poffibility could produce. After 
you have been. convicted on fo clear an evidence, you cannot, expect to 
meet with anything but ftriet juftice here ; but you will thortly ap- 
pear before ao awful tribunal, where the fcxets of alk mens hearts are 
laid-open; and however you might hope to elude the penctration of an 
earthly Judge, that Almighty and all-knowing Judge, at whole bar 
you are ‘next to rendet:an account of this unhappy fa¢t, is already ac- 







qpainted withthe inmoelt devices of your heart.—The education you 
vhave had me ince you of this'truth, and that, during the thort 
> time you tive, a deep contrition for your manifold fins is the 
ont om have-left to’ make your peace hereafter.—May the 


* Almighty in his utmofwifdom pardon you ! 


But it is my daty to pafs the fentence of the law upon you, which 
is, “© That you, JOHN DONNELLAN, be taken from hence to 
* the place from whence you came, and on Monday next, that you 

be carried to the place of execution, there to be hanged by the neck 
* until-you ate\doad; and that your body be afterwards given to the 

“ Surgeons to be diffeéted and anatomifed ; and the Lord have mercy 
** on your foal !” ; 

The galer dire€tly faid to the prifoner, turn to the Jadge and beg 
“your body off from diffection; upon which the prifoner replied, ** It is 
“perfectly indifferent to me what becomes of my body.” 

The prifoscr bore this folcmn and fatal decree with an extraordinary 
seule. and did not, in any part of his condué, during the trying fi- 
tuation of the day, dijptay appearances like either temerity or cowardice, 
but demeaned himfelf with a decent moderation that muft have excited 
‘univerfal fympathy im any cafe lefs eminently horrid than- his owa,

Cartatn DeNneLian, who was executed yefterday near the city of 
Warwick, for the‘inhumao murder of his brother-in-law, Sir Theodo- 
fius Boughton (by poifon) was formerly diftinguithed by the appellation 
of Diamond Donnellan ; an addition derived from a remarkable fine bril- 
Jiant, which he obtained in the Eaft Indics, and ufed to wear in a ring 
on public ) He was faid to be the reputed fon of a gentleman 
in the army, who is ftill alive, and confined in a private mad-houfe, in 
confequence of an attempt made upon a State Officer. ‘Lhis unhappy 
gentleman had been long urging a fuit at the Treafury, and being in 
the end totally difappointed, his reafon and his hope deterted him in the 
fame inftant. 

During a confiderable refidence in Indiz, Captain Donnellan diftin- 
guifhed hinefelf upon many occafions; and indeed the féveral wounds 
he received in action teft no room to doubt his per/inal bravery. Many 
however pretended to know certain f As, and did not feraple to rank 
them in the black catalogue of Afiatic enormities, He returned to 
Europe with a large Sum of money, and many valuable gems; but in 
what mannér they were obtained, ¥s.no:, even at this day, generally 
kaown.

~ the games and behulf of the other members of the Kirk Seffion of the 
faid parith, and molert String and Son, ther leflees, The sefpondents 
were, Mr Fumes Chalmers mevehant, and Joba Watfou cooper, both in 
Leith, aforefaid. The Lord Advocote of Scotland, and Me. Erskine, 
were covafel for the appellants; and Mr Rue; aud Mr Muclaurix,. for 
the refpondents. 

- Prom the arguinents uled by the two former counfel, it appeared, 
that a part of the éfidowment of the church of North Leith arifes 


from’a duty imppfed bpok the importation of fith into the ports of : 


Leith and Newhaven, and that there is paid, for cvery lat (12 bar- 
tels) of herrings, twenty palling: Scots, (%..¢. 15. 8d.) atid the twen- 
ticth fith of all other green of dried fh, The payment of this duty 
had been frequently conteited by the merchants of Leith, but the 
right had as ofcen been confirmed ; and the appellant hoped, azwell 
frem: the terms of the original grant, as from the fubfequent decrees 
and aéts of Parliament, that the quettion was at reft, and would no 
longer be litigated. The refpondeuts, however, and-feveral other 
merchants.in Leith, having,vefufed to pay thofe duties, ‘the appellants 
brought their aétion ia the Court of Stffion, the 18th May-1776, up- 
on. which dll the other gentlemen paid what was due from them; but 
the refpondents, more obftinate, had litigiouily perfifted in maintain- 
ing their fait before their Lordthips. 5 

“ ithe ‘Lord Advocate faid, that if'a right was not to be eftablifhed 
by a pofledion of more than one hundred years, and divers decrees of
